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REGARDING HORS CONCOURS 


In view of the number of H.C. recently given, the Committee on Education feels that an explanation of 
policy by the Hors Concours Jury might prove of assistance to the student-body. The following definition by a 
specially appointed Committee follows: 

The large number of problems given H.C. during the school year seems to require a clear statement of the 
H.C. policy at the Beaux-Arts Institute of Design. While it would be impossible to make a list of set rules 
that would apply to every projet, the Committee on Education would like to call the students’ attention to a few 
of the points considered in giving an “H.C.” 

There can be considered four good and sufficient reasons for throwing a projet hors de concours: 

A. Inadequate Sketch. C. Incomplete Presentation of Drawings. 
B. Change of Solution. D. Lack of Correspondence of Parts. 


Group A. The Inadequate Sketch is one which does not explain the parti adopted. The sketch should be a 
clear, simple drawing showing the approximate size and location of the elements the program calls for. These 
elements should be clearly designated as demanded in the program. Students sometimes like to confuse the sketch, 
hoping that later they may find and develop a new parti from what might have been center and snap lines of the 
esquisse. It is a clever trick, but often leads to trouble, both in the study of a problem and, what concerns us at 
present, the judgment. While good draftsmanship is not at all necessary, the esquisse should be so drawn that 
the section can be distinguished from the elevation. 

Group B. Change of Solution. The student in making his esquisse presumably adopts a solution or parti and 
as said before, he is requested to designate on the esquisse the location and approximate size of the various ele- 
ments. His final projet submitted for judgment must be a development of the parti selected, their elements and 
their designations remaining the same, and having somewhat the same relation to each other. 

As to the change in shapes and forms of the various elements, the jury allows as much freedom as possible. 
This freedom depends to a great extent on the problem given. In an “Analytique,” the problem being a single 
opening—a memorial gate for instance—the form of the opening made on the esquisse is one of the major parts of 
the problem, and a change of this form can well be considered a change in solution, and so Hors Concours. On 
the other hand, the problem being a “B’, or “A” projet with elements such as a large room with a series of open- 
ings, these openings might very well change their forms, and not be considered a change in parti. The question 
in this case would be the room itself, if its axes were in the same direction, if the services were from the same 
side, if its height was in somewhat the same proportion to the surrounding elements as originally indicated. In 
other words, elements on plan, facade or section may be developed as the student desires, but a change of “intent” 
may readily be “H.C.” 
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Group C. Incomplete Presentation of Drawings. This should be a very clear case, but has actually caused 
more H.C.’s than anything else. With the exception of interior problems, the program generally calls for plan, 
section and elevation. These three together form the picture of the solution to be presented in a readable man- 
ner. The jury cannot be expected to hunt for the plan or section, and then when found, have to spend more time 
in deciding which is plan and which is section, and what relation they have to the elevation. 

In an “Analytique,” the treatment of reveal of a doorway or window shown on the section is as much a part 
of the problem as the elevation, and should be drawn and rendered as such. In “B” and “‘A” projets, the section 
should be a clear drawing explaining the plan and its relation to the elevation, and an idea of the treatment of 
the rooms shown. It doesn’t have to have white blown on it, nor does it have to be hidden behind trees. The safest 
policy and one which will invariably lead to a finer solution of the problem given, is a serious study and presen- 
tation of each of the three in separate panels, and rendered to be of equal importance. 

The rendering of projets on blue prints or photostats is another good invitation for an H.C. 

Group D. Lack of Correspondence of Parts. This is the case where features or dimensions shown in plan 
do not agree with section or elevation, such as the inclusion of a window in elevation which is omitted in plan 


or section, or else shown in a different location in either drawing. CEL

The following discussion of the judgment is presented as an unofficial opinion by a member of the jury 
especially delegated for this purpose. Although the Committee on Education hopes that this informal discussion 
will prove of value to the students, it cannot be interpreted as the collective opinion of the jury. 


CLASS “A” IV PROJET 


The Committee on Education realized from the beginning that this problem would prove a difficult one. 
The many requirements, together with the determination of ground floor from upper floor plan, added to its 
complexity; but it was felt that the elements could be easily analyzed, and that an occasional hard problem 
would be of greater benefit to the student, in that it would stimulate his thinking for himself. The result justi- 
fied the decision, as the majority of the solutions presented showed thought and study. 

The jury was not long in determining the factors affecting the judgment. They may be summarized as 
follows: 

(a) The individual apartments should present a workable plan, with all rooms well lighted, and choice 
rooms properly oriented. The sun rooms should justify their name, and be easily accessible to the entrance with- 
out crossing the length of the apartment. In addition privacy was an important consideration, and narrow court 
arrangement with windows facing each other were to be avoided. 

(b) The stairs should have natural light and air, as artificially lighted and mechanically ventilated stairs 
are inadmissible in the country, especially in an elevatorless apartment house. 

(c) The ground floor plan should be derived from the floors above. The horizontal circulations to stairs 
should be naturally lighted and cheerful, and the group reception requirements favorably oriented for sun and 
outlook. The elements here required (for the use of some twenty families and guests) could be adequately pro- 
vided for without increase of plan area of the main building, and such increase would exaggerate the importance 
of the reception elements and detract from the character of simplicity stressed in the program. Besides, these 
ground floor appendages create large roof areas, obstructing view and privacy of apartments giving out upon 
them. 

(d) The elevation should express the plan and be residential in character. 

Generally every projet has both its qualities and faults and the job of the jury consists in weighing one 
against the other. The greatest number of faults occurred in the location of sun rooms at the opposite end of 
the apartment from the entrance ;—unlighted stairs;—and unlighted first floor corridors. Projets containing all 
of these faults received crosses; but in view of the difficulty of the problem, the jury awarded Mentions to meri- 
torious projets even though they contained one of these serious errors. In general the mentioned drawings met 
a majority of the requirements above stated and presented a well arrived sheet. 

Many drawings were held out for discussion of medal award. The second medal is generally given to 
projets that have been properly analyzed and expressed i in such a manner as to clearly present a sound working 
solution of the problem. Sometimes a second medal is awarded to an excellent plan and inferior elevation and 
more rarely to the reverse, but the projets so rewarded must always have a predominance of good qualities. 
Some of the solutions here presented, offered new workable arrangements in the housing of automobiles ;— 
others, direct entrance features adding privacy in obviating the necessity of walking through long reception cor- 
ridors ;—still others, a separate entrance for the ballroom recognizing the use of this space for the community 
in conjunction with the tenants ;—and additional features as may be observed from a study of the published 
drawings. 

The first medal award is given only to projets of superior merit. Minor errors are sometimes over- 
looked, but the plan must always express an idea and the elevation must express the plan and, they must be 
both equally well arrived. The first medal awards are well worthy of serious study by the students and it is 
hoped that with the aid of this analysis the student will find no difficulty in reconstructing for himself the judg- 
ment not only of the premiated drawings but of his own projet as well.

WHITNEY WARREN FONTAINEBLEAU 
SCHOLARSHIPS 


Two scholarships of $500 each to the Fontainebleau 
School of Fine Arts will be awarded for the best de- 
signs submitted for this program. To be eligible for 
these scholarships, the students must be citizens of the 
United States (a condition fixed by the Regulations of 
the French Government for the Fontainebleau School), 
and must be registered in Class “A.” Drawings must 
be signed in ink as usual, with the additional statement, 
“T am a citizen of the United States,” by any student 
competing for the two scholarships. Submitting a de- 
sign so signed constitutes an agreement to all the con- 
ditions contained in the announcement of these scholar- 
ships. The winners must provide within ten days evi- 
dence of their citizenship. 


““~’ SUBURBAN COOPERATIVE APARTMENT HOUSE” 


On a site within easy commuting distance of a large 
city it is proposed to erect a series of six to eight room 
apartments with subsidiary services including a restau- 
rant, laundry, cooperative store, cooperative garage, 
taxi service, tennis and bathing, etc. The fundamental 
idea of this problem is to combine country life with 
modern comforts at a cost within the means of the 
average salaried employee, and the student is further 
encouraged to include any features not here mentioned, 
which may help toward this end. 

The typical apartments shall consist of sun room, 
dining room, kitchen with dumbwaiter service, maid’s 
room and bath, and from two master bedrooms and one 
bath to four master bedrooms and two baths. The sun 
room must have a fireplace, and will serve as a living 
room. 

There will be three floors of apartments, each floor 
to include two of the following types: 

(a) Typical apartment having two double bed- 
rooms, 

(b) Typical apartment having three double bed- 
rooms, 


(c) Typical apartment having four double bed- 
rooms. 
A double bedroom should not be less than 200 square 
feet. Pent house (or roof) apartments may be added 
to the extent of 30% of the roof area. 


A separate wing or wings will accommodate: 

(d) About ten double guest rooms and baths 
which will be hired as needed, and 

(e) Twenty additional maid’s rooms, with baths, 
etc. 

These guest rooms will be hired as needed. 

No elevators will be considered as it is desired to 
keep down the maintenance costs and there should be 
no connecting halls on the apartment floors in order to 
avoid noise and hotel appearance. Circulations are, 
therefore, vertical except on entrance floor. 


The ground floor shall contain: 

(f) Control office and lobby with access to the 
several stairways, ; 

(g) A lounge and game room, 

(h) A ballroom, 

(i) Restaurant and kitchen, 

(k) General store such as one finds in a small 
village, 

(1) Community garage, service station and taxi 
service may be either located on the ground 
or basement floors of the apartment building 
proper or in a separate building. 


The property overlooks a lake to the south, with a 
lake frontage of 700 feet and a depth of 400 feet. 
From the edge of the lake to a depth of 100 feet the 
property rises at a gradient of 20% ; the remaining 300 
feet being a plateau. Tennis courts, playground, bath- 
houses and boating facilities, should also be included 
within the property. 

A compact apartment layout is absolutely essential 
to the success of any scheme such as outlined above.

Many of the chateaux of the early renaissance in 
France had a stair tower on the exterior of the build- 
ing as one of the main features of their architectural 
composition.

The 
floor heights are left to the discretion of the competitor 
and shall be limited only by precedent.’ The greatest 
horizontal dimension shall not exceed 30 feet.

SPECIAL PROGRAM 


AMERICAN INSTITUTE OF STEEL CONSTRUCTION 
PRIZE 


Through the generosity of the American Institute 
of Steel Construction, and with the thought that more 
beautiful designs of steel bridges can be brought about 
from an architectural point of view, three prizes of 
$500, $250 and $100 will be awarded in accordance 


with the announcement of this competition. 


“A STEEL ARCH BRIDGE 


On a site just beyond the city limits in a high class 
residential neighborhood, where both the river banks 
and the nearby surroundings are appropriately land- 
scaped, a steel highway bridge is to connect a main 
highway with a city of importance. 

The shallow river is 400 feet wide water’s edge to 
water’s edge with the left bank of the river rising from 
the water’s edge three feet in every 10 feet for a dis- 
tance of 100 feet horizontally therefrom. The right 
bank from the water’s edge, for a distance of 150 feet 
horizontally, rises one foot in every 15 feet for the first 
75 feet and one foot in every three feet for the remain- 
ing 75 feet. The total length of bridge structure, in- 
cluding the approaches at the banks, is, therefore, 650 
feet. 

For economic reasons it is desirable to provide a 
main span of approximately 325 feet center to center 
of piers which shall be of steel arch type as described 
below. All piers must be designed in masonry to a 
point five to ten feet above water or ground level and 
from that elevation upward they may be either steel or 
masonry. 

The approach spans shall likewise be designed in 
steel with masonry piers and abutments. They may 
vary in number and may be deck plate girders, deck 


trusses or deck arches as hereinafter described, but it 
is essential that all structural steel members have no 
encasement of other material. The handrail shall also 
be of steel or wrought iron. 

The roadway is 50 feet wide exclusive of two eight 
foot sidewalks. The grade is horizontal throughout, 
but may be cambered over the bridge at the discretion 
of the designer. There should be appropriate provision 
shown in the design for adequate night illumination. 

The arch bridge may be of the three following types: 

1. Spandrel-braced, where web system is similar 
to a truss, with the bottom chord curved and 
connected with the straight top chord (similar 
to a fascia girder) at the roadway level by ver- 
tical posts at the panel-points. The panels are 
strengthened by diagonals, as in a truss. 

2. Plate-Girder-Rib, where the arched rib is es- 
sentially a curved plate-girder. The rib is con- 
nected with the floor beams and fascia girders 
by vertical spandrel posts (as in one). It is 
unusual and generally undesirable to use diag- 
onals in the panels between the spandrel posts. 

3. Open-Web-Rib, essentially the same as two, 
except that the rib web consists of trussing in- 
stead of a plate. 


All of the above mentioned types provide deck- 
structures, where all of the arch construction is below 
the roadway level. However, there is another type of 
arch, essentially similar to two and three, except that 
all of the arch rib is above the roadway level, with 
the bridge floor suspended therefrom at panel points, 
or the central third of the arch is of this construction, 
with the end thirds of the types as described in two and 
three. In this latter case the springing of the arches is 
at any predetermined level below the bridge deck. 

Deck Plate Girders or Deck Trusses—plate girders 
consist essentially of a solid web plate which is rein- 
forced by angles at the top and bottom. The roadway 
system rests on top of the girders. 

Deck Trusses consist of a top and bottom chord, 
with an open trussed web system, which may be of the 
double-intersection, Pratt or Warren types. As in the 
case of Deck Plate Girders the roadway system rests 
on the top of the trusses.
